SPEAK UP, MOTORCYCLE 
ENTHUSIASTS! 


We still have big problems about off- 
road riding space, problems concerning 
thousands of acres of land which every- 
one wants for their own use. As the re- 
creational needs of our population grow 
these problems will increase, 

At the same time we have little prob- 
lems about off-road riding space, These 
are little problems in the sense that they 
concern small areas of land, little ma- 
chines and mostly, little people. But they 
are not of little importance. They are of 
great importance because little people 
are of great importance. 

Mini-bikes are made and sold in in- 
creasing numbers, yet they exist in a 
legal limbo… just as kids exist in alegal 
limbo; neither have any genuine legal 
status. The big motorcycle, once li- 
censed, has equal right to the streets 
with all other vehicles, (We won’t argue 
the practical side of this. equality.) The 
adult, licensed driver or rider has equal 
rights with all other drivers. Mini-bikes 
cannot be licensed. Kids cannot be li- 
censed. The off-street areas where they 
ride are not theirs and cannot really be 
given over to their use under our pres- 
ent system, 

We are expressing national concern 
about kids and their rebellion, about 
their use of drugs, their outspoken hos- 
tility to the establishment, their lack of 
interest in existing school curriculums. 
We are talking a great deal, presumably 
worrying a great deal, and criticizing a 
great deal. But we are not doing very 
much, 

There is available money in this 
country for a great many things, The 
government takes it in great gobs from 
all of us without our consent. Yet there 
is never very much money for the things 
we really need. We cannot, for example, 
keep our old roads and build freeways in 
addition, although there is already con- 
siderable need for twin systems, a situa- 
tion that will become crucial in the not- 
too-distant future, We cannot even begin 
to purify our water and air, although we 
face planet-wide extermination in less 
than a century if we don’t, We can’t be- 
cause there is no money, do dozens of 
other things which are or will be soon 
essential for our survival as a civilized 
people. 

At the very bottom of the poverty plea 
are the things we need to do for the kids 
of this country and of the world. It's true 
that this expansion came quickly in the 
last generation and has been difficult to 
absorb in the fiscal picture. But as long 
as there is so much money for what is 
of less importance, there has to be a 
way. 

In the past three years we have heard 
a state government which has raised its 
own salaries, andis contemplating build- 
ing another multi-million dollar office 

, while calling for an end to 
“free” education. 

Our national government justput three 
Americans on the moon, which Iperson- 
ally consider an exciting and worthwhile 
accomplishment yet, our national 
government cannot make land available 
for riding and camping, and dune-buggy- 
ing and hiking, and just getting away 
from every one else, It cannot conserve 
the old redwoods. It cannot preserve the 
everglades. It cannot even save the great 
lakes and the San Francisco Bay. It 
doesn’t have the money.

South Hostile 


By Darryl Skrabak 


“Easy Rider’? is a great film and 
ought to be seen by everybody, including 
motorcycle riders, It is an especially 
good film to see if you are riding a 
motorcycle down to New Orleans, which 
is what Judy and I have just done, It 
makes you a little cautious, Judy and I 
have no desire to be shot off our bike 
like Fonda and Hopper, : 

Is “Easy Rider” an apt impression of 
the South for motorcyclists? For us it 
has been, Judy and I have met some 
friendly people, but we have still ridden 
with a sense of danger, A feeling that 
we were in hostile territory never left, 

I can’t directly explain this feeling. 
I think part of it occurs because we are 
on a motorcycle; part is because of the 
way we look, and that is partly due to 
our style of living on the road, which is 
camping. You can’t be overly clean and 
neat when you camp. And of course, 
being travelers makes us outsiders to 
begin with. But it is more than that, A 
few illustrations may begin to show what 
J mean, 

On back roads in the South, many of 
the gas stations are grocery stores with 
gas pumps out front, A number of people 
seem to hang out at these places, 

When Judy and I pull in for gas, one 
person will come out, sometimes without 
great dispatch. The gas goes in without 
much conversation, Meanwhile, the 
people who hang out gather in the gro- 
cery store window to watch. 

This scene is ominous, 

Judy is the saviour of such situations, 
She has a sweet, innocent smile, and 
when she sees the people in the window 
she smiles it at them, and waves. They 
are almost compelled to smile and 
wave back, 

In Natchez, Miss., however, the men 
in the window didn’t wave. They just 
glared back stonily, 

But not all the souls in Natchez were 
so somber, Judy also smiled and waved 
at a three-wheel motorcycle policeman 
when we first rode into town (she is in- 
corrigible in this smiling and waving.) 
The cop roared after us, and at the next 
stoplight we were yelling greetings back 
and forth, I asked him where we could 
find a good coffee shop, “Follow me,” 
he said, and he took us several city 
blocks to a good place. 

In Missouri some parts of the state 
government are just plain against mo- 
torcycles, Looking for a campsite one 
afternoon, Judy and I went into a

I have learned to ignore such signs, so 
we rode right in and selected a campsite.

I said I didn’t believe it, The park 
worker agreed to check with his boss, 

On his return the worker said the rule 
had been changed, and we could stay, but 
only on condition that we didn’t ride the 
motorcycle.

He said the 
rule had stood a long time unchallenged 
(where the hell is the AMA in all this?), 

All through the South we have helped 
to bring about a new dance step, which 
I call the Kansas City Dance, because it 
started in Kansas City, I admit Kansas 
City isn’t no>mally considered to be in 
the South, but it is where we headed 
towards the South, 

The dance occurs when we ride by, 
People on the streets will stop their 
conversations or their walking, and turn 
to face us. Then they will do a little 
semi-circular shuffle as we got past,

corner, all three of them went down, 
This left Woods the whole track to him- 
self before the restart, Rick again got a 
fantastic hole shot and took the lead with 
Sonny Nutter in second, Coming out of 
the second corner, Woods got a little 
wide and bounced off the wall but Nutter 
didn’t take advantage of it and Rick re- 
covered holding the lead. Into the next 
corner, Larry Heinselman got a little 
over-exhuberant and dove in under Nut- 
ter a little hard and bumped Sonny enough 
to cause him to go down as Steve Bast 
pulled into the second slot. All Bast 
could do for the remainder of the race 
was to follow Woods around the track 
hoping he would make a mistake, Rick 
wasn’t taking any chances and played it 
cool to the finish line to take the win 
ahead of Bast and Heinselman.

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We are happy to hear that the Desert 
Phantoms had such a good turn-out 
Sunday, and especially that the big bores 
showed up, Over seventy of them! When 
was the last time you saw that many big 
bikes? It proves that. all that neat ma- 
chinery is still in operating condition 
and not just moldering away in some cob- 
webby corner somewhere and it also 
proves that the big bike riders will still 
ride scrambles, if the track is to their 
liking. 

As food for thought, we wonder what 
would happen if a club on a trial basis, 
threw a scrambles limiting engine dis- 
placement to bikes over 200cc’s? By 
eliminating the ultralightweights more 
time for the larger lightweights and the 
big bores would be gained, and one rea- 
son the big bores don’t show up more is 
because they’ve flat had it with posters 
advertising their races start at noon. 
Half the time they are lucky if they get on 
the track by three-thirty! Before our 
editor starts getting hordes of nasty 
letters from tiddler riders screaming in 
anguish that we’d think of such discrimi- 
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nation bear with us a bit more, Ultra- 
lightweights could be having a scramble 
at another location increasing that divi- 
sion by a few more riders too, Up North 
this is already done, you don’t ride 
scrambles unless you can handle a 200cc 
on-up scooter and it used to be that way 
around here until the industry started 
Selling the trail bikes. Until you were 
good enough to handle a full size motor- 
cycle, you didn’t race luv, and those 
were the days when there were masses 
of big bores running and spectators pay- 
ing to see them run, We know the sport 
has changed and we've all had to change 
with it but some of the changes haven't 
been for the better, and the strangulation 
of the big bikes is one change we could 
have done without. 

If you are new to the world of messing 
around with bikes, there’s atime coming 
when you’re going to have to face up to 
something we all hate: changing a tire, 
The first time you run into it is usually 
when you have an experience to put into 
your bench racing and story department, 
So, as a little tip on how to avoid trou- 
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bles when you’re new at it, get a hold of 
one of the pamphlets published in Eng- 
land by Dunlop or Avon, They are excel- 
lent and by reading one through you can 
stop yourself from doing something 
dumbkoff like replacing the tire on the 
rim from the wrong side and struggling 
for ages trying to get the thing to fit. 
«Tt came off, why the heck won’t it go 
back on?” . 

If you hear loud screaming noises 
from the Post Offices in Inglewood and 
La Puente you can blame the Dirt Dig- 
gers. Processions of weary mailmen 
are trudging out to Sam Crooks and Jim 
Petersoms Homes with entries for Cor- 
riganville and right now some classes 
are filled. Jim had over 200 big bore 
entries by the second day and asfor Sam 
«e. Well...he”S hip deep in lightweights, 
isn’t eating or sleeping and has quit the 
club at least fifty times in the last few 
days! All kidding aside, it will be another 
big one this year and as usual there will 
be many disappointed riders who won’t 
get in, Every year it’s interesting to see 
who really tries and gets the drop on the 
others for that coveted starting position 
in the front row. This year the Red Dots 
really got with it and racked up a bunch 
of great starting positions with their 
dated postmark and for the single rider, 
it’s Checker Ron Sloan who’s our Dis- 
trict President who did it. They'11 have 
their usual groovy program this year 
full of little jabs and barbs and just wait

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‘Super Kiwi" Mauger Retains World Speedway Crown

LONDON, ENGLAND September 13, 1969 
— New Zealand speedway ace Ivan Mau- 
ger brilliantly retained the World Cham- 
pionship at the Empire Stadium, Wembley 
tonight. 

Mauger scored 14 out of a possible 15 
Points to defeat fellow countryman Barry 
Briggs (second) and Swedish rider Soren 
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Sjosten (third), Briggs and Sjosten 
scored 11 points a piece and had to run 
off for the minor placings, 

Tied in fourth with te.. points each 
were Nigel Boocock, the English cap- 
tain, and Hasse Holmavist, another Swed- 
ish international, 

Riders from six countries, England, 
Sweden, New Zealand, Scotland, Poland 
and Russia, contested the Final. There 
were sixteen competitors and each rode 
five times, meeting every other rider 





in his first four races. 
once, All races were four lap scratch 
starts, i 

A near-capacity crowd of 80,000 wit- 
nessed the meeting which was run under 
warm, humid conditions, 

The atmosphere was electric as the 
riders paraded onto the centre green at 
7:00 p.m, to receive their commemora- 
tive medals, The roar of the crowd was 
deafening as each rider stepped forward, 

It was an overwhelming experience, A 
truly memorable occasion that really had 
to be witnessed to be fully appreciated, 

For the sixteen competitors it was the 
culmination of months of hard work. Of 
qualifying rounds, finals and more finals, 
Just to be there on the ‘‘Night of Nights” 
stamped them as being world class, 

Six riders gualified from the British 
Final and ten from the European Final, 

The leading scorers from the Nordic 
Final and the Continental Final met in 
the European Final from which the top 
ten gualified for Wembley. 

The qualifiers from the British Final 
were Briggs (New Zealand), Boocock 
(England), Ronnie Moore (New Zealand), 
Ken McKinley (Scotland), Ivan Mauger 
(New Zealand) and Howard Cole (Eng- 
land), Reserve was Arnold Haley (Eng- 
land). 


Swedish star Soren Sjosten came out third 
after a runoff with Barry Briggs. 

From the European Final the chosen 
riders were Vladimir Klementiev (Rus- 
sia), Torbjorn Harrysson (Sweden), Jan 
Mucha (Poland), Andrzej Wyglenda (Po- 
land), Fundin (Sweden), Henryk Gluck- 
lich (Poland), Holmqvist (Sweden) and 
Andrzej Pogorzelski (Poland), Reserve 
was Zbigniew Podlecki (Poland). 

A good deal of interest centered on 
the appearance of Klementiev, the lone 
Soviet representative, Unheard of in 
western circles until the European Final 
which he sensationally won with 12 
Points, 

Also, any of the Polish contingent

looked capable of causing upsets at any 
time during the meeting. Unpredictabil- 
ity is their main claim to fame. 

But following a practice session on the 
Thursday before the meet it seemed 
obvious Mauger and Briggs were the men 
to beat. The Kiwi duo were several 
miles an hour faster than the opposition 
with Mauger looking especially smart, 

Came race night and Ivan was in a 
class of his own. He won his first four 
races easily and had the title in the bag 











there and then, Once he hadnotched 12 
points no one could peg him back, Even 
a last in his final outing would leave him 
champion. 

Ultimately he came in second to Belle 
Vue teammate Sjosten, The heat win 
allowed diminutive Soren (he's. under 
five feet tall) a run off with Briggs for 
second place. 

While Ivan was in scintillating form 
it was a less happy evening for his 
fellow countryman and closest rival 
Barry Briggs. 

Four times a world champion in pre- 
vious years it seemed incredible that 
Briggs could only amass 11 points. Even 
more amazing though, was the fact that 
this meagre total still entitled him to a 
run off to decide second and third plac- 
ings, Usually a man who drops as lowas 
11 points is well out of the running, 

Briggs opened his account with a fan- 
tastic heat four win over Moore, Ken 
McKinlay and Andrezej Pogorzelski, 
Barry was left at the start and trailed 
in third spot behind McKinlay and Moore 
for most of the race, On the final turn he 
made a super-human effort and drove 
under the opposition to score by inches, 
It was a great ride and augured well for 
the rest of the meeting. 

Then, sensationally, in his next ride he 
was pipped by the unknown Russian 
Klementiev, The hammer and sickle boy 
had been all at sea first time out but 
when he met Briggs he really got stuck 
in, He beat Briggs out of the gate and 
that was that. Try as he may, Briggs 
couldn’t get by. 

The crowd went wild and rose to their 
feet to hail the new Russian speedway 
discovery. This ride, more than anything 
else, stamped Klementiev as having 
arrived in the big time. 

The Russian fell twice in his remain- 
ing outings and wound up with a total of 
four points, but he had left his mark, 

It seemed as if the defeat unsettled 
Briggs. He was second to Mauger in 
heat nine and then third behind Sjosten 
and Jan Mucha in his fourth ride. He 
managed to bounce back with a wininhis 
next outing which enabled him to meet 
Sjosten in the run off, 

After the run off, which he duly won, 
Briggs collapsed in the pits with ex- 
haustion. 

A disappointment for the British fans 
was the failure of Nigel Boocock to gain 
a place, 

Nigel is perhaps the top English rider 
at present and one of only two repre- 
sentatives of that country to be riding in 
the Final. Clad in all blue leathers, he 
is a spectacular speed merchant, now 
popular the world over, He is a class 
rider, of that there can be no doubt, but 
on big nights such as this, lady luck al- 
ways seems to desert him. 

Booey has been riding better than ever 
in domestic and international matches 
this season and it was generally hoped he 
would break his world championship 
jinx at Wembley, 

He started well enough: a grand winin 
the very first race over Torjorn Harry- 


sson and two leading Polish contenders. 

But then a shock defeat at the hands of 
Pogorzelski and, later, two third plac- 
ings put Nigel out of the running, 

The remaining favorite, Ove Fundin 
of Sweden, was just not with it. 

Fundin holds the record of five world 
Final successes and usually he shines at 
Wembley. 1969, however, saw him right 
out of touch. 

He managed only one win all night — 
against mediocre opposition, His nine 
point total was sensationally low for the 
man who was quite expected to walk 
away with the trophy. 

The only casualty of the meeting was 
fancied Swedish rider Torbjorn Harry- 
sson, He tangled with Polish contestant 
Edward Jancarz in heat 9 and sustained 
a fractured right leg. This allowed 
European reserve Zbigniew Podlecki to 
have two rides — in place of Harrysson 
in the second half, 

Most courageous rider must surely 
have been New Zealander Ronnie Moore, 

More was involved in a nasty crash at 
the Newcastle track in August while rid- 
ing for his country against England, He 
suffered a fractured right instep and a 
good deal of bone and muscular damage 
to his right foot. This injury kept him 
out of action until two days before 
the Final. 

He rode at the Wembley practice on 
the Thursday morning and was obvious- 
ly well out of condition and ingreat pain, 
However he was determined to chase 
the title, 

“I have qualifed to ride. Nothing will 
stop me now’ he said, : 

And ride he did. Unfortunately the 
injury proved too much of a handicap 
and his scoring power was considerably 
restricted, Whereas prior to the accident 
Moore was hotly favored to take the 
championship, he was certainly not a 
threat on race night, 

It was a great disappointment that 
Ronnie could not do better but neverthe- 
less an indication of the supreme fight-

ing spirit and guts of speedway riders, 

It was a night of shocks at Wembley 
this year, One by one the more fancied 
competitors dropped points until only 
Mauger was left, 

So it was Ivan Mauger who breezed 
it in, He collected the spoils — a gold 
medal, a silver racing wheel trophy, the 
winner’s wreath and a cool $2400, He 
rode the victory lap the most jubilant, 
elated man in the stadium, 

Next year the world Final has been 
allocated by the F.I.M., the controlling 
body of all motorcycle competition, to 
Poland,

To retain the championship and make 
it three in a row, Mauger will really 
have to work hard, The Polish riders 
are virtually unbeatable on their own 
tracks, Although it is an individual 
competition they are not averse to team

The motorcycle plays a key role in 
the new ABC-TV hour long weekly dra- 
ma, “A Doctor Who Cares”, which made 
its debut on Sept. 23, and will be shown 
Tuesdays, 10:00-11:00 p.m, EDT. 

Robert Young stars as Marcus Welby, 
M.D., a general practitioner in this era 
of specialized medicine, with James 
Brolin as Dr, Steve Kiley, a strong- 
willed young associate. 

Brolin is not only a doctor, but also a 
competent cyclist, The previews showed 
his riding ability to be one of the dra- 
matic highlights of the program. Dashing 
about as a dedicated family doctor who 
«works twice as hard for halfas much’’, 
Brolin makes house calls on his motor- 
cycle. 

Executive Producer David Victor com- 
ments on the new show: 

In this show a patient is not just a 
symptom, but a human being — often a 
friend, Welby’s knowledge of a patient’s 
background, family and temperament 
sometimes leads him to act as psycho- 
logist, father confessor, marriage coun- 
selor, gadfly. He cares, Sometimes his 
approach is unorthodox, sometimes 
startling to his young associate, Dr. 
Kiley, 4 

Between the two doctors there is re- 
spect and liking, but it’s not a "Hey, you 
were great in there, Chief!” relation- 
ship. Conflicts arise, and not only be- 
cause of the generation gap, with its 
consequent differing views of behavior, 
life styles, and morality. Dr, Kiley, a 
very “now” young man who makes 
house calls on a motorcycle, has a mind 
and direction of his own. He tends to 
class general practitioners with high- 
button shoes, He is working with Dr. 
Welby for a year only because he needs 
the money to help a younger brother 
through medical school, He then plans 
to resume his training as a neurologist. 

Welby and Kiley are surgeons as well 
as physicians, and some of our stories 
will be concerned with the drama and 
tension of the operating room, However, 
“Marcus Welby, M.D.” will escape the 
limitations of hospital-based medical 
series. Welby’s practice takes him to 
the mansions of the rich, the neat, well- 
mortgaged homes of the middle class, 
the pads of the hippies and the surfers, 
the back rooms of the forgotten, We will 
use extensive location shooting in the 
Santa Monica area — the beaches, the 
mountains, the picturesque adjoining 
communities of Venice and Malibu. 


James Brolin’s role is that of a 
strong-willed, dedicated young doctor. 
The qualities are evident in his career 
as an actor, Between roles in the past 
eight years he has put in over 5,000 
hours of actual class time studying with 
such noted drama coaches as Stella 
Adler, Robert Gist, Vince Chase and 
Robert Paris, and at the Film Industry 
Workshop,

Brolin was born in Los Angeles, the 
son of Henry and Helen Sue Bruderlin, 
After graduation from University High 
School, he attended Santa Monica Junior 
College for one year, then switched to 
UCLA, where he abandoned his early 
ambition to become a test pilot or aero- 
nautical engineer and changed his major 
to theater arts, He also enrolled in Jack 
Kosslynn’s Hollywood Drama School, 

Director Henry King, impressed by 
Brolin’s talent, sent him to Owen Mc 
Lean, head of casting at 20th Century- 
Fox. Brolin was signed to a contract 
within hours. His first appearance, in a 
“Bus Stop” episode, was followed by 
several other television roles before the 
studio, in an economy move, thinned the 
ranks of its contract players. 

Brolin joined his father’s construction 
firm, but resumed his dramatic train- 
ing. He kept in touch with show business 
through occasional roles in television 
and appearances in commercials. 

After a three-year absence, he re- 
turned to 20th Century-Fox for roles in 






“Take Her She’s Mine,” ‘Goodbye 
Charlie,” “John Goldfarb, Please Come 
Home,” “Von Ryams Express,” “ Mori- 
turi,” “Fantastic Voyage” and ‘Our 
Man Flint” He also starred in “The 
Capetown Affair,” a feature picture 
filmed in Africa by producer-director 
Robert Webb.

We work 
between vocal minorities, But there is a 
majority opinion, No one can be an ex- 
pert on everything. Most people are not 
experts on anything. Still, they have 
opinions, and the profile of their opinions 
forms our overall national or state 
policy. 

You who are motorcycle riders are 
experts...on motorcycle riding. You are 
our vocal minority. Make no mistake 
about it. The future of motorcycling 
rests with you. No one else in all our 
government knows as muchabout motor- 
cycle riding as you do, The non-expert 
majority will take your word for it, pro- 
vided they hear your word for it...over 
and over and over again. 

This is the way! Speak up! Speak up 
now! Ask for space and ask again and 
again, Write your Congressmen and US. 
Senators. Write your Assemblymen and 
State Senators. Write the President and 
the Governor, Let them know you’re 
here, give them the benefit of your 
expert opinion, 

Write and call and visit your Council- 
man and your County Supervisors and 
your Mayor, Ask for space for the kids 
to ride. There is plenty of it, but the 
majority doesn’t know that that’s what 
the majority wants,
